No opposition paper has yet beeu able

Lawrence Barrett, tho sober- 
minded, conscientious, careful and able 
aotor. is becoming rich, aud has already 
a fortune ot nearly $200,000.

DAVENPORT, Iowa, October 28.—Fur- 


ther developments as to the terrible ca- 
lamity that occurred on the river hero 
lost night are being slowly reported. 
Great difficulty is experienced in discov- 
ering the names and residences ot the 
unfortunate people on board, and it may 
well be believed that the full loss of life 
will never bo known. No list o£ the 
passengers was kept at the packet oQloe, 
nnd, if their names were booked on the 
steamer, all .such record has been com- 
pletely lost. Since the report sent last 
night more of the rescued have beeu 
brought in, until the number of tho liv- 
ing now reaches eighteen. There were 
at -least twenty-eight persons on board.

WISCONSIN SWAMP LANDS. 


MADISON, Oct. 28—Governor Smith has 


received from the secretary of tho inte- 
rior approved lists, showing tho amount 
of.indemnity lands to which the State of 
Wisconsin is entitled for swamp land, be. 
longing to the State which have not been 
patented, as well as other lauda belong- 
ing to the State which have boon sold by 
the general government. Tho total num- 
ber of acres of indemnity lands is 17C,510) 
and ara located in tho following districts: 
Menosha, iWuusau, 
Baylield, 
La 


Crosse, 
Eau 
Claire, 
and 
St. 


Croix. Tho government expects that by 
tho time tho claim has been fully adjust- 
ed the State will receive one hundred 
thousand additional acres. The greater 
portion of the last named tracts will be 
selected by the State from "Government 
lands to pay for swamp lauds disposed 
of by tho United States prior to March 
3, 1857. 
The Government has 
from 


time to time sold a hundred and twontv 
thousand acres of swamp lands belong- 
ing to Wisconsin, and the amount receiv- 
ed therefore, about $130,000, will be paid 
into the treasury of the State. It is 
expected that fully 400,000 acres or their 
equivalent in cash will bo secured before 
the close of tho present fiscal year.

ever invented. The brandy they drink 
ia liquid lightning—chain lightning— 
•which goes crashing .through, tho sys- 
tem, breaking down; and' destroying ev- 
ery pulsation toward anything good. 
The gin—well, their gin is the very 
acme, the absolute summit, of vileness. 
There ia a quarrel iaitojy. gill et it. ft 
wife-beating in every pint and n murder 
in every quart. 


And yet they all drink it, and espe- 


cially the women. The most disgusting
